dilapidated  houses,  situated  between  the  Temple  and  Blackfriars,  the  resort  of  all  the  Out¬ 
laws  in  London.  In  this  place,  Thieves,  Debtors,  Desperate  Men  and  Vagabonds  of  every 
description  found  a  refuge,  the  authorities  never  daring  to  enter  the  precincts,  except  in 
pursuit  of  Political  Offenders.  The  Alsatians  made  laws  for  themselves,  and  set  the 
r  authority  which  ruled  outside  their  boundary  at  defiance.
